Secretary Garfleld'’s Speech. 

In his speech outlining President 
Roosevelt's desires as to the platform, 
Secretary Garfield said:

Nellie Roberts, a chorus girl, with 
raven locks and plenty of them, who 
formerly disported in the front row of 
the Rentz-Santley company at the Gay- 
ety Theater, sued for three weeks’ sal- 
ary in Judge Spaulding’s court Wednes- 
day, alleging she had been discharged 
unjustly. The contention was that she 
Was not properly developed for the cho- 
rus. M'ss Roberts won. 

During the trial the small courtroom 
was crowded with chorus girls and the- 
atrical men, who added to the merriment 
of the scene when the depositions of the 
chorus girl and Abe Leavitt, the man- 
ager of the. Rentz-Santley company, 
were read. 

Miss Roberts lives at 3009 Easton ave- 
nue and when'‘thé Rentz-Santley compa- 
ny was coming to St. Louis during the 
latter part of January she applied for a 
position in the chorus. She went to the 
office and was accepted by the manager. 
Later she was discharged without the 
usual two weeks’ notice demanded in the 
theatrical business. She sued for $51 and 
got a week’s salary, $15. As the amount 
of the week’s salary was announced a 
shudder went through the crowd in the 
courtroom, who thought that chorus 
girls got—well, something more. 

Mias Roberts Not Cast Down. 

Miss Roberts sat through the read- 


ing of the depositions with downcast 
eyes. She was dressed in black with 
marten furs and a picture hat with a 
peacock’s feather among the others. 

But Miss Roberts was not cast 
down. She had won her case on prin- 
ciple. 

“The way of it was this,”’ she said, 
“It was either fire me or stand for a 
strike among the chorus girls. When 
I was taken into the chorus two of 
the girls were to be fired. One of them 
had a good many friends among the 
Chorus and they said if she was fired 
they would all go. What was the re- 
sult? It was me who had to go.” 

The deposition of Abe Leavitt, the 
manager of the Renz-Santley Com- 
pany, was to the effect that he had 
engaged her, but that her acting was 
so bad that he could not keep her in 
the company. 

Told to Stuff Her Shoes. 

“T did not expect a Julia Marlow 
for $15 a week, but I wanted dancing, 
Singing and acting. My time is too 
valuable to be taken up with a mere 


chorus girl. I turned her over to the 
stage manager. The wardrobe did not 
fit her and the shoes were teo large. 
I told her to stuff them out and go 
ahead, and when we got to Chicago I 
would buy her some new ones. I finally 
had to tell her she wouldn’t do, as she 
Was not competent.” 

The deposition of R. H. Brock, the 
stage manager of the Renz-Santley 
company, caused much laughter. He 
stated that the reason Mr. Leavitt did 
not engage chorus girls was because 
he was a “dummy,” so. deaf that he 
“@ouldn’t hear a 13-inch gun, but could 
talk awful nasty at times.’ 
hen he was asked if Miss Roberts 
was satisfactory as a member of the 
chorus he admitted that she was all 
right as far as general appearance 
went. ‘She couldn't sing,’’ said Mr. 
Brock, ‘‘but that wouldn’t have made 
any difference, but she was deficient in 
stature.’’ 

“Stature” Deficient. 
“In what way was Miss Roberts defi- 


cient in stature?’’ 

“Well, for her size and weight she 
was, er—deficient as to her—well, she 
wasn't presentable in'¢!ghts, at least 
not for the Renz-Santley show.” 

“Kr—I understand." 

In spite of this fact Miss Roberts 
was given judgment and Mr. Roberts, 
the attorney for Abe Leavitt, announced 
that his client would spend $10,000 be- 
fore he would pay it. An appeal is ex- 
pected. : 

“Say, the jealousy among Ge girls in 

the chorus is something fiefte,’’ said 
one of Miss Roberts’ bicnde friends at 
the conclusion of the trial. ‘“‘And these 
managers are worse. ‘fhey expect a 
girl to be a Sarah Bernhardt or an 
Elsie Janice for 15 per, and furnish your 
own tights, hats and shoes. If you 
can’t - . like a bird and have a shape 
like a Venus ace ilo they give you 
the worst of it. 
“If I were asked to give my advice I 
would say, ‘Girls, keep out of the cho- 
rus and be a typewriter.’

Man Rose to $40,000 
a Year. 


Nes IN NEW YORK 








“Resigned Promptly When 
Gould Criticised His Plans 
to Improve Lines. 





From a $8-a-week office boy to the 
_ Position of international railroad ex- 
“pert: at a salary of $40,000 a year was 
the triumphant personal achievement of 
Russell Harding, farmer vice-president 
and general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific-Iron Mountain system, who died 
in New York Tuesday, after an iliness 
of 10 days. = 

From 1898 to 1904 Mr. Harding was one 
of the right-hand executives of George 
Gould, controlling stockholder in the 
st. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, 
Missouri Pacific, Wabash, St. Louis 
Southwestern and other railroad prop- 
‘erties throughout the South and West. 

Resigned When Criticized. 

While in Europe in the fall of 1904, 

Mr. Gould sent a cablegram to Mr. 
_ Harding, disapproving certain expendi- 
tures which his general manager con- 
templated for the improvement of the 
Missouri Pacific system. 

Mr. Harding glanced at the message, 
then calling his secretary he cabled this 
reply: 

“Please accept my resignation to take 
effect at once.”’ 

Twenty-four hours later Mr. Harding 
was elected president of the KRere Mar- 
quette Railroad Co. Subsequently he 
succeeded to the presidency of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Railroad 
Co., and while holding that position he 
was offered the vice-presidency of the 
Erie at $40,000 a year. 

Goes to the Erie. 

About this time the Erie Railroad Co. 
had completed negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton, with J. Pierpont Morgan acting 
as the financial «ye ina ! 
= ge the eve of assuming his Guties as 
chief executive of the Erie system, Mr. 
Harding was notified of a hitch in the 
negotiations for the control of the Cin- 

cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. 

According to the Wall street version 
of the matter, somebody had handed 
the Erie a gold brick. It appears after 
Hamil- 
ton & Dayton was transferred to the 


a Erte, about $10,000,000 in Terminal assets

Mr. Morgan believed that he was buy- 
ing these assets for the Erie and did not 
discover his mistake until after the 
transaction was completed. 

Mr. Hardin at once retired as vice- 
president of the Erie, but denied that 
the resignation had been demanded by 
President Underwood. 

Embarrassed by Zimmermann. =. 

It was generally understood among 
railroad men, however, that Mr. Harding 
was greatly embarrassed by the financial) 
feat of his friend, Eugene Zimmer- 
_ mann, In connection with the manipula- 
tion of the Dayton road’s assets. | 
mmermann and his associates had 
_ been in control of the road for several 
years. In 1903 they obtained control of 

the Dayton road’s preferred stock and 
retired it for cash bonds issued for 
about $8,000,000 of it.

Louis Would Be Like a

{f prohibition is adopted in Missouri, 
business in St. Louis wiil be reduced in 
volume from thirty to thirty-five per 
cent and in the State twenty per cent, 
according to Henry Nicolaus, president 
of the St. Louis Brewing Association 
He savs the brewers of St. Louis are 
tabulating statistics showing this, for 
istribution over the city. 

‘Just think of the enormous property 
interests of the breweries in St. J-ouis,”’ 
Mr. Nicolaus said Wednesday, ‘‘and of 
the thousands of persons dependent upon 
them. No line of business has so many 
other lines dependent directly or in- 
directly upon it as the brewery business. 

“Think of the millions of dollars over 
there, to be exact, for instance that are 
paid for rents in St. Louis by saloons. 
Should prohibition be adopted, the own- 
ers of these saloon buildings would lose 
all their rents. They could find no 
other tenants readily for so large a 
number of places and the result would 
be that the property would depreciate 
in value 40, yes, 50 per cent. 

“Then think of the vast amount of 
money paid in rents by the thousands 
of brewery eniploves in South “t. Louis 
alone; and the merchants and tradesmen 
who are depencent upon the groceries 
and provisions and dry goods they buy. 

“These merchants and tradesmen 
would practically, be put out of busi- 
ness if prohibition should be adopted. 


“Then think of the immense amount 
of barley and rice and hops the brew- 
eries bring into St. Louis each year 
and of the charges they pay the rail- 
roads for carrying these products here 
shipping beer out of St. Louis. 
Why, the St. Louis Brewing Associa- 
tion alone uses from four to five mil- 
lion bushels of barley a year alone. 

“Then there is the coal. Breweries in 
St. Louis burn a vast amount of coal 
annually. 

“The St. Louis Brewing Association 
alone burns 5000 tons a month. 

“Besides, think of -the blacksmiths 
that are dependent upon the breweries 
for the success of their business, of the 
saddlers; the coopers, the wagonmak- 
ers and I don’t know how many other 
branches of industry. 

‘Tt would be impossible for me to 
enumerate all the ramifications of the 
brewery interests in the business world, 
off hand. There are the great number 
or horses and wagons they own that 
would be rendered useless if prohibition 
were adopted, and there is the loss that 
would accrue to the feed merchants who 
now supply feed for these horses. 

“TI tell you, with prohibition in Mis- 
souri, South St. Louis would be like a

This statement was made by Dr. W. 
S. Woods, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, at the stockholders’ 
meeting yesterday afternoon, called to 
take definite steps to open the bank. 

David R. Francis, chairman of the 
Reorganization Committee, addressed 
the meeting. He said that many of the 
stockholders had not responded to the 
appeals of the committee as they should 
have done. He declared that these men 
should be compelled to share the burden 
of the expenses and the work of re- 
opening the bank. 

Dr. Woods Makes Plea. 

It began to look as if Mr. Francis 
was going to suggest another adjourn- 
ment, when Dr. Woods made his plea 
for immediate action. 

“‘There’s no use spending time trying 
to enlist the support of the stockhold- 
ers who have held out so long,’’ he 
said, “‘We can get along without them. 
Right now is the time to open this 
bank. If there’s anything lacking let’s 
make up a pot and supply it. I’ve done 
all I could to* help this bank resume. 
I’ve pledged $850,000 toward it. 

‘It’s ready—the cash. You can have 
it today if you want to open the bank. 
If it’s necessary I will give a little 
more, but we’ve got to get busy and 
open it.’”’ 

Ridgely to Get Offer. 

The meeting was adjourned to 12 
o'clock today, when the formal an- 
nouncement that the bank is to resume 
business is to be made. 

Immediately after the Stockholders’ 
Committee adjourned the Organization 
Committee held a conference. Another 
was held last night and plans for to- 


day’s action were made. The program 
today is expected to include a definite 
announcement that the bank will re- 
open April 1, the election or naming of 
directors and the offering of the presi- 
dency of the bank to W. B. Ridgely, 
Comptroller of the Currency. 

The other officers of the bank prob- 
ably will not be named until Mr. Ridge- 
ly gives an answer to the offer.

Property Owners and Civic 
League Differ on Twelfth 
Street Improvements. 


——— 


The proposed conversion of Twelfth 


street into a boulevard by the remova! 
of the street car tracks, the planting 
of trees and the placing of statuary, is 
now up to Street Commissioner Travil- 
la, who has not stated what he would 
do with the street. The United Rail- 
ways Company is willing to tear up its 
tracks and remove them to other streets 
if the people wish it. But-the property 
owners say they want more instead of 
fewer tracks, and the Board of Publik 
Improvements has shouldered the re- 
sponsibility on to Mr. Travilla. 

The matter came up at a public hear- 
ing Tuesday when the Civic League ar- 
gued for a boulevard, and was opposed 
by W. J. Holbrook, who represented 
the property owners. 

Clvie League Backs Plaza. 

Henry T. Kent, J. H. Gundlach and 
George Hitchcock, for the Civic League, 
urged that the street car tracks be 
taken up on Twelfth street between 
Washington avenue and Market street, 
and that it be made a. thoroughfare 
unobstructed by such traffic. This ‘was 
in accordance With the League’s pro- 
position to transform the plaza into a 
civic center with the City Hall as a 
nucleus. 

The meeting was attended by a num- 
ber of representative business men, some 
of whom applauded the idea while others 
opposed it. 

When it was suggested that the street 
railway tracks be removed Capt. Robert 
McCulloch stated that the United Rail- 
ways Co. was neutral, and that .. it 
was the wish of the people that Twelfth 
street be vacateu by it the desire would 
be respected and the tracks would be 
moved to other streets and the traffic 
diverted. 
In its report improvements 
in March, 1907, the Civie League said 
that Twelfth street,- being the only 
broad and expansive street in the busi- 
ness center of the city, in time would 
become the center of the retail trade 
of the city and will be lined with im- 
posing structures. Before these improve- 
ments are mace... and while the cost is 
not prohibitive, it is suggested that the 
street from Market street to Mill Creek 
Valley be widened to correspond with 
that portion between Washington ave- 
nue and Market street, and that a wide 
viaduct be erected across the valley to 
displace the present bridge. 

To Be City’s Artistic Center. 

Twelfth street thus widened should be 
freed of street car tracks and orna- 
mented with trees and statuary, the 
league believes. If properly planned, 
the report says, it will be lined with 
monuments and will become the artistic 
center of St. Louis. 

It was along these lines that the ap- 
peal was made by the Civic League 
Tuesday. : 

The opposition to the movement was 
headed by W. J. Holbrook, who said 
that the street soon would be one of the 
principal business thoroughfares in the 
city and that the traffic through it 
would be larger than it is now. and 
that more instead of fewer street car 
iracks would he necessary to handle it. 
He said that the property owners along 
the street would sirenuously object to 
‘he removal of the tracks for these 
reasons.

Death Due to Preservative. 

Their 18-months-old sister, Alice Vir- 
ginia Mount, died of ptomaine poison- 
ing. An autopsy showed that a pre- 
servative in the milk was the cause. 

This was the statement made by Drs. 
L. C. Lingle, D. V.. Boyd and EB. D. 
Laughlin, the latter formerly @ mem- 
ber of the Indiana State Board of 
Flealth. : 

The milk was bought from a Chi- 
cago firm, which has advertised exten- 
sively that the milk which it sells is 
absolutely pure and specially adapted 
for the use of children.

Mr. Mount has announced that he will 
prosecute. He says that when the chil- 
dren became ill Dr. William C. Wer- 
muth advised that they be given no 
more of the brand of milk which they 
had been using and that he has other 
evidence that poisons were placed in 
the milk to preserve it.

“I was cured of leprosy,” says Dr. 
Barrett. © : 

Eix-Gov. Peabody Interested. 

Former Gov. Peabody of Massachu- 
setts, according to a special telegram 
to the Post-Dispatch, has announced 
that if it can be proved that the St. 
Louis man was cured of leprosy he will 
himself become a Christian Scientist. 

If it cannot be proved, Peabody says 
he will support a bill calling for the 
suppression of Christian Science healing 
in Massachusetts, the headquarters of 
the cult. 

Dr. Barrett has wired to the committee 
this statement: 

“I was cured of leprosy by Christian 
Science treatment. The healing took 
place Sept. 25,1891.’’ 

Peabody in a speech before the com. 
mittee said this was not sufficient and 
challenged Alfred Farlow, head of the 
Christian Science Publication bureau, «o 
produce the proof. 

A grey haired man of 60 is Dr. Barrett. 
At first he declined to make a state 
ment about the “‘cure,’’ but when shown 
the dispatch from Boston he said: 

‘Yes, it is true. The statement made 
by Mr. Farlow to the committee was 
not in any way exaggerated, 

Beocume a Scientist. 

“I was formerly a practicing medical 
doctor, but when I was cured of leprosy 
1 tecame a Christian Scientist and am 
now henter. 

“In the summer of 1891, while I was 
living in Seymour, Mo., small red spots 
broke out on my skin all over my body. 
These gradually became large and grew 
livid. I could not tell what was the 
matter with me. When I became thor- 
oughly alarmed I went to Dr. Sabin, 
who was then practicing in Seymour. 

“He said that I had leprosy and that 
he was unwilling to undertake the treat- 
ment of my case. He said the disease 
has progressed so far that there was 
no hope of curing me. 

“No one else knew about it. I did 
not even tell my wife. I was afraid 
that the authorities might hear about it

City and while there I had heard of 
Mrs. Hattie Graybill, a Christian Sci- 
ence healer.

“You can’t seriously give that as evi- 
dence,"’ retorted Peabody. 

The committee has continued the hear- 
ing for a week to give Dr. Barrett a 
chance to submit the proofs of his cures 

A dispatch from Kansas City says 
that Mrs. Graybill was a Christian 
 Belence Healer there until a month ago. 
In 1899, when she was a reader in the 
Christian Science Church in Atchison, 
Kan., charges were made against her 
to the mother church In Boston. Her 
friends asserted that the accusations 
were trivial.

“FIGHT FOR PAY 
EQUAL TO MENS 


Teachers’ Move Started‘by 2+ 
Two Years Ago At- 
tracts Clubs. 


OUTMOVE POLITICIANS 








Bill Twicé Vetoed Will Again 
Be Taken Before Leg- 
islature. 





NEW YORK, Mar. 4.—With “equal 


pay for equal work” as a rallying cry, | 


a movement started two years ago by 
a dozen teachers in the New York public 
schools, today has back ofitan organi- 
zation of 12,500 active women members 
in the teaching corps and the support 
and encouragement of more than sev- 
enty-seven women’s clubs in the metrop- 
olis, with over 35,000 members, and 
more than 50,000 other women workers 

Laughed at at first as a freakish 
movement to be classed with the then 


sneered-at suffrage agitation, these 
women, under leadership, developed in 
their own ranks, began by twice storm- 
ing the Legislature of New York, and 
today they have succeeded in making 
the ‘“‘equal pay for equal work” an eco- 
nomic question of serious local impor- 
tance. 

Whatever may be the immediate out- 
come of the campaign, even its oppo- 


nents admit that these women have sup- 


plied the needed issue to enable al! 
women to coalesce—a condition not sup- 
plied, heretofore, by the great. women 
questions which were not. unanimously 


accepted by the entire sex. 


Woman on $15,000 Salary. 
In New York the typewriter probably 
was one of the greatest agencies for 


drawing women into commercial fields, 
and in large numbers she has graduated. 
from the keys to positions of trust in- 
volving judgment, fidelity, secrecy and 
accuracy. There is, according to relia- 
ble report, one woman in New York 
who is paid, as confidential secretary 
to a great magnate, the salary of $15,000 
a year, partly in recognition of her abil- 
ity, and partly because, during her long 
period of service, not a market tip has 
escaped through her to the big man’s 
Wall street competitors, 

In the public schools, where the sal- 
aries are fixed by law so that the wom- 
an receives an initial salary of $600, 
and where the man with no more train- 
ing or preliminary experience is paid 
$900, the women complain, there is no 
opportunity as there is In the open mar- 
ket, to get paid for work done, although 
the work actually done is what the 
State pays for rather than the sex of 
the teacher. 

The object of employing a teacher, 
they say, is solely to educate the child 
for intelligent citizenship. The men 
have retorted that there is some pe- 
culiar quality inherent in masculinity 
which is necessary to this object. 

Are Men's Equals. 

The women teachers, however 
some of whom has show 
themselves to be clever statisticians, 
have come out with official figures 
which show that as far as teaching 
the young idea how to shoot, they are 
not only the equals of the men, but 
as a class have actually been doing 
more effective teaching. 

The last reports of the offictal tests 
for graduation conducted by the cen- 
tral educational authorities, the Board 
of Education and the Department of 
Superintendents, show that the wom- 
Yan’s stronghold, Brooklyn Borough, in 
which there is a larger number of 
women teachers and principals in pro- 
portion to men than in any other 
borough, 90 per cent of the pupils in 
the graduation classes succeeded in 
passing the examinations, 

In the Bronx, where there is the 
largest number of men teachers and 
principals in proportion to women in- 
structors, only 79 per cent of these 
pupils were found to be prepared for 
diplomas. This led one witty woman 
to paraphrase the slogan into “un- 
equal pay for unequal work.” 

The discussion of the equal pay 
proposition, which passed the New 
York Legislature, dg vetoed by the 
Mayor of New York, ob ange by the 
Legislature, and finally vetoed by 
Gov. Hughes, brought out a wealth of 
hitherto hidden information about the 
economic condition of women workers 
in New York. 

Scrubwomen Receive More. 

For one thing, it .was pointed out 
that municipal teh were paid 
more than graduates of high and nor- 
mal *chools, while the hite Wing 
who sweeps New York's streets was 
paid 2 higher wage for his unskilled 


labor than women college uates 
with vears of teaching expertence and 
intrusted with the duty of training 


50 children’s minds and seeing to 
their morals and their ability to be- 
come self-supporting. 

Some there were who said that the 
street sweeper’s wage was affected in 
some wav by the fact that he had a 
vote and “infloonce.” The teachers 
did not ask for suffrage to offset this. 
They simply proceeded to show that 
while they did not make a cross on @ 
ballot on election day, they had fath- 
ers and brothers and men friends who 
did 


The arguments the women are ad- 
vancing in their catise reveal many 
heroic conditions faced by women. 
The support of large families, it 
seems, is not an exclusive property 
of the men, 

To the man. they say, teaching is 
the same as a natural business em- 
ployment. and that. outside of work- 
ing heurs he can have his own family 
like any other business

The extreme youth of the village of 
Edgemont is likely te prevent its being 
annexed to the city of East St. Louis. 
Edgemont wants to be an integra] part 
of the larger town because local option 
Will be voted on in Centerville Station 
Township this’ spring, and Edgemont 
is in that township. The annexation of 
Edgemont would also reduce street car 
fare to St. Louls to 10 cents. 

When the petition was presented to 
County Judge Hay at Belleville the ob- 
jection was raised by those opposed ‘to 
annexation that there has been no gen- 
eral election held in the village of Edge- 
mont since that village was incorporat- 
ed last summer.

olis, with over 35,000 members, and 
more than 50,000 other women workers. 
Laughed at at first as a freakish 
movement to be classed with the then 


sneered-at suffrage agitation, these 
women, under leadership, developed in 
their own ranks, began by twice storm- 
ing the Legislature of New York, and 
today they have succeeded in making 
the ‘‘equal pay for equal work’’ an eco- 
nomic question of serious local impor- 
tance. 
Whatever may be the immediate out- 
come of the campaign, even its oppo- 
nents admit that these women have sup- 
plied the needed issue to enable all 
women to coalesce—a condition not sup- 
plied, heretofore, by the great women 
questions which were not unanimously 
‘| accepted by the entire sex. 

Woman on $15,000 Salary. 
In New York the typewriter probably 
was one of the greatest agencies for 
drawing women into commercial fields, 
and in large numbers she has graduated. 
from the keys to positions of trust in- 
volving judgment, fidelity, secrecy and 
accuracy. There is, according to relia- 
ble report, one woman in New York 
who is paid, as confidential secretary 
to a great magnate, the salary of $15,000 
a year, partly in recognition of her abil- 
ity, and partly because, during her long 
perlod of service, not a market tip has 
escaped through her to the big man’s 
Wall street competitors. 
In the public schools, where the sal- 
aries are fixed by law so that the wom- 
an receives an initial salary of 
and where the man with no more train- 
ing or preliminary experience is paid 
$900, the women complain, there is no 
opportunity as there is in the open mar- 
ket, to get paid for work done, although 
the work actually done is what the 
State pays for rather than the sex of 
the teacher. 
The object of employing a teacher, 
they say, is solely to educate the child 
for intelligent citizenship. The men 
have retorted that there is some pe- 
cullar quality inherent in masculinity 
which is necessary to this object. 

Are Men’s Equals. 

The women teachers, however, 
some of whom has shown 
themselves to be clever statisticians, 
have come out with official figures 
which show that as far as teaching 
the young idea how to shoot, they are 
not only the equals of the men, but 
as a class have actually been doing 
more ‘effective teaching. 
The last reports of the offictal tests 
for graduation conducted by the cen- 
tral educational authorities, the Board 
of Education and the Department of 
Superintendents, show that the wom- 
an’s stronghold, Brooklyn Borough, in 
which there is a larger number of 
women teachers and principals in pro- 
portion to men than in any other 
borough, 90 per cent of the pupils in 
the graduation classes succeeded in 
passing the examinations. 
In the Bronx, where there is the 
largest number of men teachers and 
principals in proportion to women in- 
structors, only 79 per cent of these 
pupils were found to be prepared for 
diplomas. This led one witty woman 
to paraphrase the slogan into “un- 
equal pay for unequal work.” 
The discussion of the equal pay 
proposition, which passed the New 
York Legislature, was vetoed by the 
Mayor of New York, repassed by the 
Legislature, and finally vetoed by 
Gov. Hughes, brought out a wealth of 
hitherto hidden information about the 
economic condition of women workers 
in New York. 

Scrubwomen Receive More. 
For one thing, it .was pointed out 
that municipal scrubwomen were paid 
more than graduates of high and nor- 
mal e«chools, while the White Wing 
who sweeps New York's streets was 
paid 2 higher wage for his unskilled 
labor than women college graduates 
with vears of teaching experience and 
intrusted with the duty of training 
50 children's minds and seeing to 
their morals and their ability to be- 
come self-supporting. 
Some there were who said that the 
street sweeper’s wage was affected in 
some wav by the fact that he had a 
vote and “infloonce.” The teachers 
did not ask for suffrage to offset this. 
They simply proceeded to show that 
while they did not make a cross on a 
ballot on election day, they had fath- 
= and brothers and men friends who 
id. 
The arguments the women are ad- 
vancing in their catise reveal many 
heroic conditions faced by Women. 
The support of large families, it 
seems, not an exclusive property 
of th@® men. 
To the man, they say, teaching is 
the same as a natural business em- 
ployment, and that, outside of work- 
ing hours he can have his — family 
like any other business His 
teachersnip involves no sa yiliee of 
natural tendency.
